Did KDE specifically say that schools should remove library books? 
Did KDE mainly leave it up to districts and their legal counsel to interpret the law? 


Is it correct that Stephen Dexter helped interpret the law for Boyle Schools? 


SB 150 says there can't be instruction through curriculum or programs on human sexuality for grades 5 and below. Are libraries considered 


programs in this case? If so, why are books on sexuality being removed from the middle school and high school, in addition to the 
elementary schools? 


The law does not mention libraries or library books. You said library books are "instructional resources." But the law doesn't mention 
instructional resources either. The law says "...does not receive any instruction or presentation..." In many people's understanding, the word 


"instruction" means the process of teaching, and not physical materials like books. Did the district interpret the word "instruction" to mean 
instructional materials? 


Did KDE give any guidance on this language, or did the district / attorney interpret this language?
